At last the city has a charity or- 
ganization to provide systematically 
for the deserving poor. It has been 
needed for a long time, for impostors 
have so thoroughly worked the city 
heretofore as to make the most 
charitably disposed citizens suspi 
clous, but the extremely cold weather, 
which appears to have taken a death 
grip in this latitude, produced such 
widespread suffering among the poor 
as to cause a generous outburst of 
sympathy and assistance from all the 
benevolent people in the city. In order 
that the Rood work might be made 
more effective and the efforts be 
cesefully directed to those in actual 
distress, a meeting was held at the 
State Library Monday to complete 
a charity organization. The meet- 
ing was attended by the pastors of all 
the churches, members of the city 
council and the Humane Society and 
a great many others interested in the 
cause.

EX-PRESIDENT HAYES 

Died Suddenly Tuesday Night at 
His Rome in Fremont, 
Ohio. 

Ex-President Rutherford B. Hayes - 
died suddenly Tuesday night of par- 
alysis of the heart. He was born in 
Delaware, Ohio. October 4, 1822, grad- 
uated at Kenyon College. Gambler. 
Ohio, in 1842, studied law under 
Thomas Sparrow, at Columbus. Ohio 
and attended Harvard University, 
and in 1845 was admitted |to practice. 
In 1849 he established himself in 
Cincinnati, where he enjoyed the 
friendship of Salmon P. Chase, Thos. 
Ewing, Thos. Crowin, Stanley Mat- 
thews, Moncure D. Conway, Man- 
ning F. Force and others of equal 
celebrity. December 30, 1862, he mar- 
ried Miss Lucy W. Webb, daughter of 
Dr. J. Webb, of Chillicothe. O. He was 
originally a Whig, voting for Henry 
Clay, General Taylor and General 
Scott, but joined the Republican party 
as soon as it was organized,and advo- 
cated the election of Fremont in 
1868 and Lincoln in 1860. He enlisted 
during the war and was made cap- 
tain, and after serving with distinc- 
tion in all the campaigns of the 23d 
Ohio Volunteer Infantry, he left the 
service at the close of the war a brevet 
Major General, and on December 
4th, 1865, took his seat in Congress. 
In 1867 he was elected Governor of 
Ohio, and again in 1869, defeating the 
Democratic candidates. Allen G. 
' Thurman the first time, and George 
H. Pendleton the second time. In 
1875 he was again elected Governor, 
and at the National Republican Con- 
vention in Cincinnati, June 14, 1876, 
received the nomination for Presi- 
dent over such candidates as James 
G. Blaine, Oliver P. Morton. Ben- 
jamin H. Bristow, Roscoe Conkling, 
and John H. Hartranft. The Elec- 
toral Commission, in the contest be- 
tween Mr. Hayes and Mr. Samuel 
J.Tilden, the Democratic candidate 
who claimed the election, gave the 
office to Mr. Hayes. He has lived at 
his home in Ohio since the expira- 
tion of his term as President. 

The remains were buried yesterday 
beside his wife in Oakwood cemetery.

INTERESTING FIGURES 

On Cold Weather for the Past 
Half a Century Furnished by 
Dr. Williams. 

Many people who have very good 
memories are often at fault when the 
subject of comparisons of the weath- 
er by the seasons of past years is 
brought up. but a record kept at the 
time by a reliable man furnishes 
proof that few will attempt to dis- 
pute. Such a record is shown in a 
report compiled by Dr. U. V. Williams 
from data collected by himself for the 
past twenty-four years, and also from 
other trustworthy sources for the 
rest of the period back to fifty years. 

From the figures tabulated by him 
he finds that in the fifty years the 
-coldest weather record was below 
zero for twenty-six of these years, 
and the average date was January 
19, and average temperature 8 5-6 de- 
grees below zero. For sixteen of the 
years the coldest day was above 
zero, and the average date January 
19, and temperature 5 degrees above 
.zero. The six aero years bring Jan. 
23 as the average date, and from all the 
grouping and averaging of dates 
and temperature, the doctor finds 
* that the average time at which the 
temperature began to rise was Janu- 
ary 16th, from which he argues that 
this winter promises less cold weath 
er for the rest of the season.
